This fledgling industry , organized 
about a y ear ago to deal in the 
m anufacture and sale of special 
anim al feeds, started with $8 ,000 
but is now capitalized a t $500,000. 
M rs. G eiger, assistant cashier of 
the Sheldon National Bank until it 
collapsed Tuesday , had held a con­ 
trolling interest in the chem ical 
firm . 
P a rt of Funds 
The ex tent of her holdings in the 
com pany w as the first concrete fig­ 
ure turned up during an investiga­ 
tion of w'hat she did with the $ 2,- 
126,8 59 defalcation that resulted in 
the closing of the bank. Held in 
jail at Sioux City , the tow n’s prom ­ 
inent citizen and philanthropist, has 
rem ained silent. 
Although substantial, the invest­ 
m ent in the chem ical firm stock, 
represents only a p art of the em ­ 
bezzled funds. M rs. G eiger paid for 
the stock in ex cess of $130,000 with 
blocks a t $1.08 and $1.16 a share. 
R ecords indicate that in the early 
m onths of the corporation, 
out­ 
standing shares totaled only about 
200,000 and M rs. G eiger held 65 per 
cent. The firm also had twFo subsi­ 
diaries.

NEW YORK (TP)—'Thomas Dooley , lion-hearted y oung 
doctor who battled disease in the Laos jungle even when he 
himself became ravaged by crippling cancer, died in his 
sleep Wednesday night at Memorial Hospital. 
Death came just one day after his 34th birthday . 
Dooley , brought to the hospital 
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Dec. 
27 w earing a brace from 
shoulder to hips, insisted he w as 
going to continue his work if his 
“ iron m aiden” enabled him to get 
around — and characteristically 
ad d e d : 
“ I am not going to quit. I will 
continue to guide and lead m y hos­ 
pitals until m y back, m y brain, 
m y blood and m y bones collapse.” 
Dedication 
D ooley 's dedication to lelieving 
the plight of the underprivileged 
and ailing began seven y ears ago 
while he w as a N avy doctor. 
He spent a y ear of prem edical 
training at the U niversity of No­ 
tre D am e before serving (19 44-46) 
as a Navy m edical corpsm an a t­ 
tached to the M arines. 
Upon leaving service, he studied 
a t the Sorbonne in P a ris for a 
y ear. A native of St. Louis, in 
1953 he w as graduated from th e 
St. 
Louis 
U niversity 
School 
of 
M edicine. 
Dooley rejoined Ole N avy as a 
lieutenant (j.g.) and took his in 
itema hip first a t the Na v a l Ho s­ 


pital, C am p Pendleton, Calif., and 
then aboard the attac k transp ort 
USS M ontague. 
In Indochina 
In 19 54, a t the end of the w ar 
in Indochina, his ship aided in 
evacuation of refuges from Com ­ 
m unist N orth Viet N am . 
Seeing — and feeling—th e plight 
of the hundreds of disease-w racked 
inhabitants of the a re a m ade up 
Dooley ’s m ind. 
He had no money . But he had 
a fighting heart, boundless energy 
and a burning zeal. 
A fter leaving tile N avy in 19 56 
Dooley w rote a best-selling book, 
“ D eliver Us From E vil.” He used 
the book’s proceeds, and supplies 
donated by pharm aceutical firm s, 
to return to Laos w ith th ree for­ 
m er N avy buddies and set up a 
sm all hospital at N am Tha. He 
brought in his m edical supplies 
by train, plane, ox cart and dug­ 
out canoe. 
F or his w ork w ith the refugees,

It was painful, so painful this 
writer, sitting in the back ro w, 
gripped his hands to gether, wish­ 
ing Eisenho wer co uld do better o r 
that the co llectiv e wish o f the 
newsmen wo uld help him to . He 
was indeed til at ease. 
Yo u wo uldn’t guess It, o f co urse, 
if y o u went back no w and read 
the transcript o f that first news 
co nference put o ut by the White 
Ho u se at the time. 
It has no direct quo tes. It said 
Eisenho wer said this o r Eisen­ 
ho wer said that. All the uncer­ 
tainties had been eliminated by 
av o iding the direct quo tes.

Hog Raisers Seek to 
Reform Shipment Laws 


CHICAGO UP)—Representatives of Missouri, Iowa, Wis­ 
consin and Illinois are conferring; in Chicago on the possibil­ 
ity of seeking uniform legislation throughout the Midwest 
on the interstate shipment of hogs. 
At the opening of the two-day 
conference 
Tuesday, Iowa State 
Rep. Paul M. Walter said existing 
conflicting regulations impose a 
financial hardship on some hog 
feeders, He cited a case in which 
an Iowa feeder lost 350 pigs from 
cholera because of conflicting reg­ 
ulations in Iowa and Missouri. 
Missouri Hogs 
Walter said 
Missouri requires 
that hogs shipped from that state 
be inoculated with serum, ..while 
Iowa requires hogs entering the 
state to be vaccinated with modi­ 
fied serum. He said the use of 
both 
medications prevented 
the 
hogs from gaining immunization 
and several animals receiving both 
kinds of shots developed cholera 
and died. 
David Foreman of the Illinois 
Agriculture Department said agree­ 
ment on uniform legislation on 
agricultural commodities would be 
sought in Iowa, Wisconsin, Mis­ 
souri, 
Illinois, 
Minnesota, 
Ohio, 
Michigan, Indiana, Kentucky and 
possibly South Dakota and Nebras­ 
ka. 
Watered Hams 
Russell Ives, a spokesman for 
the American Meat Institute, told 
the meeting that the AMI is op 
posed to federal meat inspection 
regulations 
requiring 
that 
the 
weight of smoked hams shall not 
exceed the. weight of fresh, un 
cured meat. 
Ives said the AMI board of di­ 


rectors has advised the U.S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture that sur­ 
veys 
show consumers prefer a 
ham that is more moist or juicy 
than those permitted under pres­ 
ent regulations on government in­ 
spected meat. 
Ives did not comment directly 
on a charge that some meat pack­ 
ers and hog raisers are turning 
out watered hams. 
NFO Spokesman 
Bob Casper of Winterset, Iowa, 
vice 
president 
of 
the 
National 
Farm ers Organization, made the 
charge in a speech Saturday night. 
He said he favored legislation to 
prevent processing hams with a 
high water content. 
The meeting was called by the 
Illinois Commission to Study Inter­ 
state Shipment aff] Sale of Agri­ 
cultural Common w&es.
